At 2 o'clock a further 
‘shock’ was’ felt, which was: also 
followed bya general exodus from 
the buildings: On this. occasion 
two old-wooden houses oxida brick 
house callapsed. . During the day 
further’ shocks: were felt but the 
material’ ‘damige to the. buildings 
was confined to ‘racks in the wills, 
The shocks were so heavy~ that in 
some. houses ‘cupboards’ toppled 
over. ‘The building of the Court 
of.Justice and the barracks: were:
